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ASYLUM SUIT APPEAL. 


A Base-Ranger Experiences a Change 
of Heart. 


„The Carson Tribune of last evening 
says: County Clerk Hatch to-day re- 
ceived C. S. Varian's transcript on ap- 
peal in the Asylum injunction case. 
And so the mater goes to the Supreme 
Court for final adjudication. The 
Tribune has uo fears but what that 
tribunal will sustain Judge King’s de- 
cision. King is pretty clear-headed 
on law questions, and his decisions 
generally hold. 

The Eureka Leader seems to have 
experienced a change of heart on the 
Asylum matter, and says: On last 
Saturday at Carson Judge King, of 
the Second Judicial District Court, in 
the injunction case brought by Jake 
Klien, to prevent the payment of any 
money from the State Treasury for 
the building of an losane Asylum at 
Reno, on the ground that such money 
would come from the State School 
Fund, whith fund it was by the Coo- 
stitution unlawful to use for such a 
purpose, decided that the use of school 
moneys contemplated by the Asylum 
Act is within the provision of the 
Constitution, and that the State is by 
the Constitution entitled to borrow 
money to meet the charge of its in- 
sane, Some other points were raised 
by the plaintiff, which were all decid- 
ed against him. The case may be ear- 
ried to the Supreme Court, but if it is 
it will be in a spirit of pure cussed- 
ness, and for delay. There never was 
anything in the State School Fund 
point, which was the one principally 
relied on by the opponents of the 
Asylum,
